SCORES of officers swarmed to an estate on 
Monday as they began investigations into the 
stabbing of a teenage boy - the second knifing 
in the town in two days. 

The youngster was stabbed in the back at 
around 2.30pm in The Hedgerow, in Marsh 
Farm, Luton. 

It came just 48 hours after a man was knifed in 
a separate incident in Nursery Road last 
Saturday in what is believed to have been a 
revenge attack. 

Paramedics arrived at the scene in The 
Hedgerow and treated the boy for a wound 
before transferring him to Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital. 

His condition is said to be ‘stable’ but still 
‘serious’, according to Bedfordshire Police. 

But officers are yet to find his 
attacker. 

An eyewitness at the scene said: “There are so 
many coppers here I can’t count them. 

“There’s a load of armed cops at the scene and 
dogs on the ground and the police helicopter 
has been out. It looks like at least one person has 
been stabbed.” 

The East of England Air Ambulance was sent 
to the scene along with a rapid response vehicle, 
an ambulance crew and an ambulance officer. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police said: 
“We were called at approximately 2.30pm on 
Monday to reports of a stabbing in The 
Hedgerow, Luton. No arrests have been made 
and investigations are ongoing. Anyone with 
information is asked to contact police on 101 
quoting reference number 219 of 4/7.” 


Police are also appealing for witnesses follow¬ 
ing the stabbing in Nursery Road. 

A group of around 20 to 30 black men blocked 
in a Vauxhall Corsa before assaulting the three 
occupants and stabbing the driver in the leg at 
around 1.30am. 


It is believed the assault relates to a previous 
incident on Marsh Road where a man on a bike 
was hit by a car at around lam. 

Detective Constable Ben Stone, investigating, 
said: “This was a nasty attack and I am keen to 
trace those responsible.” Contact 101. 


Oftsed chief 
slams children 
safeguarding 

LUTON Borough Council is failing to 
address problems with children 
missing school and potentially being 
exposed to exploitation and extremism 
- according to Ofsted’s chief inspector 
Sir Michael Wilshaw. 

In a letter to education secretary 
Nicky Morgan which was published on 
Friday, Sir Michael singled out Luton, 
Birmingham and Bradford as local 
authorities that should be doing more 
to ‘fully understand the risks posed to 
certain groups of children’. 

But Luton Borough Council’s chief 
executive Trevor Holden said Sir 
Michael’s comments were in ‘direct 
contradiction’ to the most recent 
Ofsted inspection on the council 
carried out in March. He goes on to say 
that the letter is ‘both inaccurate and 
ill-advised’. 

In his letter to Mrs Morgan, Sir 
Michael writes that he found ‘a number 
of troubling gaps’ in the council’s 
knowledge relating to the monitoring of 
children who were being home-educat¬ 
ed, who may be attending unregistered 
schools, and the whereabouts of pupils 
who have been removed from school. 

He adds: “I am particularly concerned 
about the failure of these local authori¬ 
ties to address the problem of children 
missing from education and to satisfy 
themselves that these children are not 
being exposed to harm, exploitation or 
the risk of falling under the influence of 
extremist views.” 

But council chief executive Mr Holden 
hit back: “His letter is in direct contra¬ 
diction to a number of statements 
made by his inspectors in Ofsted’s 
most recent inspection of the council in 
March 2016, and seems to abrogate 
Ofsted’s own responsibilities as part of 
the safeguarding agenda.”

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‘Touching’ Brexit note 
left neighbour tearful

A POLISH teacher received a heart¬ 
warming note from a pensioner 
neighbour praising her ‘hardwork¬ 
ing’ countrymen and slamming 
racist ‘idiots’ carrying out hate 
attacks linked to the Brexit vote. 

Anna Rydzowska, originally from 
Wroclaw but now living in Luton, 
received the touching handwritten 
note from 84-year-old nextdoor 
neighbour John Ridgwell two days 
after the referendum. 

Fifty two per cent, more than 17 mil¬ 
lion people, chose Brexit in the vote. 

The 58-year-old grandmother-of- 
three, who moved to the UK in 2004, 
said she was overwhelmed to receive 
support from someone from the 
generation which overwhelmingly 
opted to leave the European Union. 

The note reads: “Dear Neighbours, 
please ignore the idiots demonstrat¬ 
ing against Polish people. 

“As far as most of us are concerned 
you are the nicest and most hard¬ 
working in Europe, and are an asset 
to any country. 

“If these idiots read their history, 
they would find out that your coun¬ 
trymen and servicemen were the 
bravest of the brave. 

“God bless you all, John.” 

Special needs teacher Anna said: 
“When I saw the note pushed through 
the letterbox and read it I was very 


emotional - I had tears in my eyes. It 
was two days after the EU referen¬ 
dum and my community was very sad 
and unsettled - we were just lost and 
in shock. Most people, even Brits, 
didn’t expect what happened. It was 
really surprising in a bad way.” 

Anna, whose specialist subject is 
Classics, including Latin and Greek, 
said she was grateful for the support. 

She said: “It’s nice to know there are 
some supportive people who like us 
and it’s not necessarily only the young 
people who want to stay within the 
European Union. 

“Most of us are just hard-working 
people. Obviously we have some 


black sheep just like every nation but 
it’s good to know that not everyone 
hates us.” 

Former London prison officer and 
grandfather-of-10 John said he felt 
compelled to write the note of 
support following news of anti-Polish 
protests and attacks across the UK. 

The pensioner said: “I’ve had so 
many good Polish friends since the 
end of the war up until now and I was 
so annoyed when I saw what was in 
the papers and on TV. 

“I’ve always found my Polish friends 
to be great company and incredibly 
hard working, and I was just really 
angered by it all.”

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Widow’s attacker 
wanted to kill her

A WIDOWED shopkeeper thought she would 
die when she was attacked by a bare-chested 
maniac on the same spot where her husband 
was murdered six-and-a-half years earlier. 

Nirupa Patel, 56, was slashed in the face with 
a shard of glass during a sustained attack by 
Tomasz Jaworksi early on Christmas Eve 
morning last year in Moon’s Newsagents in 
Park Street, Luton. 

Jaworksi, 31, of no fixed address, continually 
told her he wanted to kill her, and had grabbed 
her around the neck so forcefully that twice 
she felt her eyes would come out of their 
sockets. 

He kicked and punched her to the face and 
jaw, pulled out her hair and beat her on the 
head repeatedly with beer cans and tins from 
the shop. 

Five-foot tall Mrs Patel ended up on the floor 
in the same spot her husband, Jashbai, was 
found murdered after being stabbed eight 
times by robber Richard Dettmer on June 14, 
2009. 

Jaworksi saw the photo¬ 
graph of Mr Patel and the 
candle that his wife lit every 
day in his memory and told 
her: “I am going to send you 
to him.” 

Mrs Patel told the court 
she had been forced to give 
up the business she had run 
for 33 years. 

In a victim statement, she 
said: “I lost my livelihood 
and my chance to keep his 
memory alive. For me work 
was everything. It wasn’t 
just work it was my life.” 

Jaworksi had earlier plead¬ 
ed guilty to the attempted murder of Mrs Patel 
and two counts of causing actual bodily harm.

On Wednesday, he appeared at 
Luton Crown Court for sentenc¬ 
ing. Judge Richard Foster told 
Jaworksi he was a dangerous 
offender and will be subject to 
deportation proceedings when 
released. 

He passed a 17 year sentence - a 12 year 
custodial sentence with a five year extension.

This would make it illegal 
for travellers to set up camp 
in parks and some car parks, 
such as GO Bowling and the 
Old Court House. 

Cllr Nigel Young, for 
Dunstable Watling ward, 
said: “The council’s legal 
people are currently working 
towards the possibility of 
requesting an injunction. 

“The step after that would 


be to gather evidence and 
prepare a case, which I am 
sure would be successful.” 

Mr Young said that one of 
the main reasons for the 
request was due to the cost of 
removing traveller sites. 

He said: “Last year £45,000 


was spent on the costs of 
bailiffs and fees, not includ¬ 
ing extensive time spent by 
council officers.” 

He added that there have 
been four times as many 
reports of traveller sites as 
this time last year.

Mum’s boyfriend was 
a ‘ticking timebomb’

A MAN found dead in a 
suspected murder-suicide is 
thought to have killed his 
lover just months after a 
judge warned him to keep 
his temper in check. 

Lee Guntrip, 25, had 
appeared at St Albans Crown 
Court in January of this year 
for twice attacking his girl¬ 
friend, 37-year-old mother-of- 
two Sarah Nash, who was 
from Dunstable but living in 
Berkhamsted. 

He was given a two year 
Community Order with 
conditions that he attended a 
35-day rehabilitation require¬ 
ment and also told to go on a 
Building Better Relations 
Programme and a Domestic 
Abuse Programme. 

But last week Guntrip and 
Sarah were found dead at her 
home after police forced 
entry into the house in 
Highfield Road. 

It is believed Guntrip 
strangled her before taking 
his own life. 

One neighbour said: “He 
was supposed to have been in 
the pub the night before, 
telling people he was going to 
kill Sarah.” 


The court was told Guntrip 
had twice attacked Sarah 
after losing his temper when 
drinking. 

In August 2015 he had 
grabbed her by the throat and 
knocked her head against a 
cupboard. She was left with 
bruises to the upper part of 
her arm and neck. 

Two days earlier, on August 
19 last year, he had grabbed 
her by the wrists during a 
row. 

Sarah had only lived at the 
Highfield Road property for a 


couple of months and neigh¬ 
bours told how they had 
heard blazing rows coming 
from the property on at least 
two occasions, and police 
had attended. 

It is thought that Guntrip 
was obsessed with Sarah and 
often sent her 20 text mes¬ 
sages at a time. Another 
neighbour, who did not want 
to be named, said: “People in 
the town always thought Lee 
was a ticking timebomb.” 

Police are not searching for 
further suspects in the case.

The reason for the 
protest was given as funding, 
but pay for teachers, along 
with their workload, were 
also cited as secondary rea¬ 
sons for the strike. 

The unions claimed teach¬ 
ers across England were ‘sol¬ 
idly’ supporting the 24-hour 
strike and were joining rallies 
and marches later in the day.

THE fiance of a bride-to-be 
has been left devastated and 
unable to return to the home 
they shared after she took 
her own life just months 
before their wedding. 

Cindy Brooks, 27, had strug¬ 
gled with alcohol dependen¬ 
cy for years and was found 
dead in her Dunstable home 
by partner Albert Miller, who 
she was set to wed last month. 

At the inquest into her death 
held at Ampthill Coroners’ 
Court on Thursday, it was 
heard that Ms Brooks had 
been to multiple hospital and 
GP visits due to her alcohol 
dependency in a bid to over¬ 
come her addiction. 


Cindy had suffered with¬ 
drawal symptoms for some 
time and had said she ‘want¬ 
ed to die’ on several occa¬ 
sions, but also regularly 
denied any intent of suicide. 

But after making progress 
in her bid to stop drinking 
and improving her life - going 
from sofa surfing at friend’s 
houses to living with fiance 
Albert and planning her wed¬ 
ding for June 25 - she was 
found dead in her bathroom. 

The court heard how Albert 
returned home at around 
6pm on February 17 and 
discovered Ms Brooks. 

A toxicology report showed 
her blood alcohol level was 
222mg/dL - more than twice 
as high as the legal driving 
limit of 80mg/dL. 


Assistant Coroner Ian Pears 
concluded the death had 
been suicide. 

Albert, who had been with 
Ms Brooks for just over eight 
months, said following the 
inquest: “I have been left 
devastated by her death, as is 
the rest of her family. 

“Her mother is distraught 
and we are all just shocked 
that this happened.” 

The 46-year-old, who has 
been unable to return to their 
home in West Street, also 
explained the ‘bubbly’ and 
‘lovely’ girl had made dra¬ 
matic improvements to kick 
her alcohol addiction in their 
time together. 

He said: “We all miss Cindy 
so much and are devastated 
she is gone.”

school expansion

RESIDENTS are being given 
the chance to share their 
views on the proposed 
expansion of a town centre 
school. 

Plans are being made to 
enlarge Maidenhall Primary 
School, with hopes to build a 
new pre-school area linked to 
a new reception year class 
space which was built for an 
enlarged intake of 120 
students in September. 

The expansion would also 
see a number of new 
classrooms, a bigger play 
area, a remodelled new 
kitchen and improved office 
space. 

The school is currently 
oversubscribed, with waiting 
lists for all year groups, and 
there is no spare capacity at 
other primary schools in 
central Luton. 

Any expansion at the school 
would therefore help ease 
any potential problems in 
what is already a pretty 
packed part of town. 

Councillor Mahmood 
Hussain, portfolio holder for 
children and young people at 
Luton Borough Council, said: 
“I wouldn’t call the school 


places situation at the 
moment serious. But we do 
have to have sufficient spaces 
for the number of people in 
early years. 

“There’s also pressure in 
this part of the town for early 
years spaces, and although 
we’ve expanded Downside 
Primary School in the past 
few years, all the other 
schools in the area have 
limited space. 

“Maidenhall is one where 
we can expand to improve 


the school place numbers so 
we don’t have to panic and 
start sending children to 
other parts of the town.” 

Residents can view the 
plans and talk to planning 
officers about the proposals 
at two exhibition dates being 
held at the school, which is 
located in Newark Road. 

They take place on Thursday 
from 3.30pm until 7.15pm, 
and then again on Monday, 
July 18 from 3.15pm until 
7.15pm.

THE UK is said to be enjoying a 
golden age of cinema at the 
moment as more and more 
Hollywood films are made here 
including, most recently, My 
Cousin Rachel.

THIS suburban house in the 
back streets of a famous seaside 
town hides connections to one of 
the world’s most rock-and-roll 
bands, Led Zeppelin. 

It was once the home of Peter 
Grant, band manager 
extraordinaire and most 
famously the person who helped 
steer Led Zeppelin to huge 
success. He also looked after 
other artists including Chuck 
Berry, Little Richard, Bad 
Company and The Yardbirds. 

Grant was described in one 
documentary as “one of the 
shrewdest and most ruthless 
manager in rock history” and 
it’s said that Led Zeppelin’s 
success outside the recording 
studio was mostly down to him. 

He negotiated the band’s 
lucrative five-album contract 
with Atlantic Records and he’s 
also why Led Zeppelin’s TV 
appearances were rare; Grant 
believed in live performances as 
the best way to promote albums. 

A hulk of a man, Grant had 
been an actor before getting into 
band management and later 
became famous in his own right 
when he took a starring role in 
the 1976 Led Zeppelin 



rockumentary The Song 
Remains the Same. 

In 1989 he retired from band 
management, overcame a 
cocaine addiction, lost a lot of 
weight and moved to Eastbourne 
- a far cry from his rock and roll 


years - but died in 1995 from a 
heart attack. 

His Eastbourne home 
remained in the Grant family 
until 2013 but is now for sale 
with agent Strutt & Parker (01273 
475411) for £1 million. The house 
has been extensively refurbished 
and has been featured in several 
interior design magazines. It is 
also due to feature in a Channel 
4 property programme later this 
year. 

Fittingly, the house now 
features a hand-carved circular 
stairway, although it only leads 
to its four bedrooms and 
bathrooms, not to heaven.

IF YOU live in an eye-catching 
property, then there can be small 
fortunes to be made from renting 
it out to TV and film companies.

According to Daniel Garry of 
location search firm 
ShootFactory.co.uk, there’s no 
ideal property but “a good 
amount of space is vital,” he 


says. “A property needs to be 
accessible for large items of 
equipment and offer good 
parking facilities”. 

“The money you’ll get will 
depend on the size of the 
production, number of days 
required, the filming times and 
how big your property is. 

“Some film shoots are over in 
a day, others can go on for weeks 
and run all day and night, so 
some owners prefer to stay 


off-site, which the production 
will usually pay for,” he says. 

One person who knows all 
about this is the owner of a 
three-bedroom fishing lodge in 
Hertfordshire, which will be 
familiar to many crime series 
fans. 

Appearances include half a 
dozen well-known BBC and ITV 
murder mysteries including an 
episode of BBCl’s Waking The 
Dead and an episode of 
Midsomer Murders. 

It is not hard to see why. It’s in 
an idyllic position overlooking 
the River Chess and is accessed 
via a pretty wooden bridge. It’s 
part of the Chorleywood Estate 
created by stockbroker John 
Barnes during the 1820s to a 
design by John Papworth, the 
founder of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects.

It’s a gold star for Ducato

DUCATO is an old Italian name 
for a gold coin - one which has 
paid dividends for FIAT 
Professional. 

The sixth generation of the 
hugely successful FIAT 
Professional Ducato, which has 
notched up 2.9 million sales over 
six generations since it was first 
launched in 1981, continues to set 
the segment benchmark not only 
in Europe but also in the 80 
international regions in which it 
is sold. 

It also sets the standard for 
motorhome base vehicles, 
accounting for 75 per cent of 
motorhomes sold in Europe with 
more than 600,000 on the road to 
date. 

To retain its leading role the 
Ducato was completely restyled 
in 2014 to accommodate the new 
requirements of customers, 
offering more technology, more 
efficiency and more value, as well 
as improvements in performance, 
active and passive safety, 
infotainment, durability, 
robustness and running costs. 

For 2016 the Ducato improves 
even further thanks to the 
introduction of a comprehensive 
range of Euro 6 engines, using a 
Low Pressure Exhaust Gas 
Recirculation system (LPEGR) to 



lower NOx emissions without the 
complexity, added weight and 
additional costs associated with 
using emission additives. 

LPEGR functions by channel¬ 
ling exhaust gasses away after 
particulate filtration, cooling 
them through a low-pressure EGR 
cooler and then recirculating 
them in advance of the turbo 
charger. 

Fiat says this solution is ideal for 
goods transport and campers 
where simplicity, reduced weight 
and low running costs are of 


paramount importance. The FIAT 
Professional Ducato also benefits 
from the addition of a new 2.0- 
litre 115hp Multijet II LPEGR 
engine to replace the current 
Euro 5 2.3-litre Multijet llOhp. 

Offering up to 47.9mpg on the

AMAZING as it may sound there 
is a high proportion of new 
drivers out there who have 
never experienced driving a 
petrol car.

For a start, its build quality is 
excellent, with quality materials 
used all round and it is a very 
comfortable car with a ride 
quality equalling, if not exceeding 
cars costing more money. 

There is also a long list of 
features that come as standard. 
These include forward emergen¬ 
cy braking ABS, EBD, ESP and 
Brake Assist and Active Trace 
Control. The list also includes 
a tyre-pressure monitoring 
system, something once unheard 
of on cars of this size. 

There is also the new touch 
screen navigation and entertain¬ 
ment system. This Pulsar also 
features a DAB radio, reversing 
camera and bang up to date USB 
and iPod connectivity. It has the 
longest wheelbase in its class 
and rear passenger legroom 
is nearly 700mm greater than 
your average family car, offering 
generous boot space. There are 
some clever ideas inside such as 
sculpting out the door trims to 
create the wide armrests. 

With a frontal look mirroring 
in some ways the Qashqai, the 
whole styling is neat, functional 
and lacks any sort of cheap 
gimmickry. Like the Golf, the 
Pulsar is solid dependable and 
well-made.

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Electric car sales set for surge

ELECTRIC power could be the dominant form of propulsion for all 
new cars sold in the UK as early as 2027. And according to a forecast 
by government and industry-backed campaign Go Ultra Low more than 
1.3m electric cars will be registered each year. The campaign collated data 
from multiple electric car sales reports and forecasts and its conclusions have 
been backed by motoring publication Auto Express, which has reported 
record high scores for EVs in its car owner survey Driver Power. Electric cars 
topped the overall best car tables and performed strongly in ease of driving 
and running costs categories, among others. Auto Express chief Steve Fowler 
said: “The positivity and appreciation of electric vehicles by their owners 
in this year’s Driver Power survey is suggestive of a step-change in public 
perception of these vehicles. “We are moving towards a tipping point for 
electrically-powered cars, so it’s entirely possible that by 2027 these vehicles 
will dominate the market as the top choice for new car buyers.” The Plug-in 
Car Grant began in 2011 with just over 1,000 annual registrations of plug-in 


cars. Since then record-breaking volumes of EVs have been registered every 
year and 2015 saw more than 28,000 electric cars registered. This year 
started with the best period for EV uptake since records began, with UK 
buyers registering the equivalent of one electric car every 13 minutes. 

And with vehicle manufacturers introducing more electric and plug-in hybrid 
models, the new car market is accelerating towards a point where Go Ultra 
Low feels plug-in power will overtake petrol and diesel as the dominant fuel 
type. Poppy Welch, head of Go Ultra Low, said: “The huge interest in electric 
vehicles and their subsequent rapid rise in uptake has been spectacular so 
far, with more than 60,000 EVs registered in the past five years. “These rises 
are just the start of the electric revolution as Go Ultra Low analysis suggests 
that electric vehicles could dominate the new car market as early as 2027.” 
Go Ultra Low analysed a series of market forecasts and trends for plug-in 
vehicle uptake considering forecasts by government, the Committee on 
Climate Change, the RAC Foundation and other industry authorities

Each is built using the same techniques as the 
original 1950s Knobbly, following the 
acquisition of Lister Motor Company by 
Andrew and Lawrence Whittaker in 2013. 

The 10 Stirling Moss editions will celebrate 
Moss’s races for Brian Lister in the works 
racing cars in the 1950s, none of which exist 
today, and all 10 will feature the same 
specification as the works car with which Moss 
won at Silverstone in 1958. 


FORD SWITCHES UP THE ST STYLE

FORD has lifted the wraps on its sporty Mondeo ST-Line model, the latest in 
a new range inspired by Ford Performance vehicles. The newcomer features 
sport suspension and body styling, unique alloy wheel designs plus sport 
seats, a perforated leather steering wheel and alloy pedals. It joins the Fiesta 
and Focus ST-Line models on display at the Goodwood Festival of Speed this 
weekend, where Ford is showing a range of performance vehicles ranging 
from the GT Le Mans race car to the new Fiesta ST200 hot hatch. Fiesta and 
Focus ST-Line have both been available to order since earlier this month and 
are designed for enthusiasts who want the hot hatch image without the full- 
on performance delivered by optimised ST engines and chassis. 

Up for grabs in five-door and estate body styles, the Mondeo ST-Line comes 
with a honeycomb design for the upper and lower front grilles in high-gloss 
black, LED daytime running lamps with light tube styling and new 
rectangular fog lamps. Buyers also get a front bumper lip spoiler and 
sculptured side-skirts in the car’s body colour, a sports rear bumper with 
high-gloss black diffuser-style insert, silver tailpipe surrounds and lowered 
suspension. That’s in addition to new 18 or 19-inch metallic grey alloy 
wheels, sports seats with red stitching, a perforated leather ST-style steering wheel and, in the case of the estate, a rear roof spoiler. The engine range 
includes a 2.0-litre TDCi diesel with 150PS and six-speed manual or six-speed PowerShift automatic transmission offering from 112g/km of C02 
emissions and 65.7mpg economy. There’s also a 180PS 2.0-litre diesel with the same transmissions and capable of returning 62.8mpg and emissions of 
117g/km. Automatic models also get steering wheel-mounted paddle shifters and four-wheel drive. Ford vice-president Roelant de Waard said: “The 
new Mondeo ST-Line is our sportiest Mondeo since we introduced the ST220 model in 2002. It adds another dimension to the broad Mondeo line-up 
that offers options from the fuel-efficient MondeoECOnetic and Mondeo Hybrid models, to the exclusive and upscale MondeoVignale. “This year we 
expect to sell 40,000 performance cars in Europe, a 50 per cent increase compared with 2015, which in turn saw performance car sales rise by 61 per 
cent compared with 2014.” Prices have yet to be announced.

Overall, the 
620R, piloted by Caterham development 
driver Jon Barnes, finished third of all 
supercars that assaulted Lord March’s 
driveway over the weekend and was the 
fastest non-4WD car to take to the hill. The 
car’s performance was even more impressive 
because its fastest time was set in tricky, 
drying track conditions, while many 
supercars on later runs had a drier road. 
The Caterham Seven 620R features a 
supercharged 2.0-litre Ford Duratec engine 
producing 310bhp and tops the company’s 
range of five Seven models and is the fastest 
production Seven ever built. g

Some shocks but not enough thrills 




WITH 24 teams taking part, 
Euro 2016 was the biggest 
European Championships 
yet, but as we approach 
today’s final between hosts 
France and Portugal, the 
question will be asked, has it 
been the best? 

There’s a simple answer to 
that: no it hasn’t. There have 
been too few matches of 
genuine quality and too many 
humdrum encounters for it to 
be so. 

The tournament hasn’t been 
a total stinker - the 2010 
World Cup being the nadir in 
my lifetime - but of the ques¬ 
tions asked of it before the 
first kick-off there have been 
mixed results. 

The first worry most had 
about the increase from 16 
teams was that the quality 
would become too diluted 
and that, while it would give 


opportunities to more 
nations, it would reward 
teams for being average. 

The good news is that none 
of the teams in the competi¬ 
tion were uncompetitive and 
there were very few mis¬ 


matches, which speaks well of 
the depth of European foot¬ 
ball. 

The big problem with this, 
however, has been that some 
of the so-called weaker teams 
have been able to hold their 


own simply by parking 11 
players behind the ball and 
rarely daring to venture out of 
their own half. 

There’s nothing thrilling 
about watching a team hold 
out for a 0-0 draw from an 


early stage, but the truth is a 
lot of those doing so didn’t 
have the attacking quality to 
employ a more adventurous 
game plan. 

The fact that Wales did 
made them the revelation of 


the tournament, closely 
followed by Iceland, as they 
both built on a solid defensive 
base. 

That’s been the main posi¬ 
tive of the past month - that 
there was a chance for under¬ 
dogs who dare to think big to 
go deep into the tournament. 

But what has really let it 
down (apart from England’s 
latest tournament flop) has 
been its format - allowing 
third-placed teams the 
chance to progress in the end 
contributed more than any¬ 
thing else in turning the 
group stage into a drag. 

After a promising start, the 
standard of matches during it 
fell off a cliff - making it easi¬ 
er to qualify for the knockout 
stage - and ended up remov¬ 
ing any semblance of urgency 
from some sides. 

The fact that Portugal, who 
didn’t win any of their first 
five matches in 90 minutes, 
now have a chance of winning 
the whole thing shows how 
the format has largely failed. 

It is also why I’ll be breaking 
my usual habit and cheering 
on France tonight, as them 
lifting the trophy would be 
the only way of seeing the 
best rise to the top. 


Bedfordshire accept the draw after rain wrecks contest 


CRICKET 

BEN Howgego was to strike a 
century for Bedfordshire in their 
Minor Counties Championship 
match with Northumberland this 
week, but heavy rain meant both 
sides had to settle for a draw. 

The match at Burnopfield was 
looking well poised when the 
hosts declared just 28 runs behind 
on the second day, but no further 
play was possible after the 
heavens opened soon after 
3.30pm. 

In the end a waterlogged field 
meant the final day was washed 
out, meaning Beds are still wait¬ 


ing for their first victory in the 
three-day format this season. 

But Howgego will come out of 
this game with his confidence 
soaring after the former 
Northants opener made 114 off 
178 balls to follow up his 87 
against Buckinghamshire. 

The 28-year-old was to make the 
host’s regret putting the visitors in 
to bat as he shared an opening 
stand of 92 with Luke Thomas, 
who was dismissed for 32 by 
skipper jacques Du Toit. 


Howgego was joined at the 
crease by 18-year-old loseph 
Ludlow, and he was to complete 
his ton off 139 deliveries before 
eventually perishing in the 56th 
over off George Harding. 

This broke a second-wicket part¬ 
nership of 121, and Callum Berrill 
quickly followed when he was 
caught behind off Gareth Wade. 

Ludlow was to hammer an 
impressive 70 off 114 balls, before 
he became the first of Oliver 
McGee’s victims as he proved to be 


the pick of the host’s bowlers in 
taking 3-71, but a brisk 70 off 97 
deliveries from captain Andy 
Reynoldson enabled Bedfordshire 
to declare on 353-8 in the evening. 

Chris Watt (3-33) was to put 
them on top going into day two by 
dismissing openers lack fessop 
(17) and Matthew Whaley (24) to 
leave Northumberland on 69-2 at 
the close. 

Wicketkeeper Daniel Hodgson 
held his side’s innings together 
with 67, but when he was trapped 


lbw by Griggs, Northumberland 
were struggling on 147-5. 

That became 190-6 when Paul 
Braithwaite (7) became Darlow’s 
first wicket, but Du Toit was to 
frustrate the visitors with an 
excellent 101 off 111 balls. 

By the time he was dismissed by 
Darlow (3-112), the gap was down 
to just 59 runs and Sean Tindale 
was to keep up the good work with 
an unbeaten 58. 

After the hosts declared on 325-8 
midway through the afternoon, 
Howgego and Thomas took Beds 
to 6-0 before the rain struck, 
which in the end proved terminal 
to the match.

Cook a Hungary Hatter

LUTON Town made their 
sixth signing of the summer 
on Tuesday after it was 
announced that former 
Walsall forward Jordan 
Cook had joined on a two- 
year contract. 

Cook completed his move 
to the Hatters after flying out 
to join them on their pre¬ 
season training camp at the 
Hungarian Football 
Federation headquarters. 

The 26-year-old had reject¬ 
ed a new one-year contract 
with Walsall and has become 
the second forward to join in 
the close season after the 
capture of Danny Hylton 
from Oxford United. 

Luton had previously 
signed Hylton’s U’s club- 
mate Johnny Mullins, with 
Brighton goalkeeper 
Christian Walton coming in 
on a season-long loan, while 
Alan Sheehan and Glen Rea 


made their loans permanent. 

Speaking from Hungary, 
Cook said: “Monday was a 
long day. I set off quite early 
from Sunderland to get to 
Kenilworth Road, but I was 
made to feel welcome at the 
stadium and then got on a 
flight out here. 

“Once I met the lads they 
all made me feel welcome, 
and I can’t wait to get started 
now. 

“I had a light session yester¬ 
day evening by myself, 
because of all the travelling 
I’d done, but now I can’t wait 
to get stuck in and get started 
as a Luton Town player.” 

Cook began his career with 
Sunderland, although he was 
to be sent out on loan to 
Darlington before making 
his first-team debut for the 
Black Cats on Boxing Day 
2010 against Manchester 
United at Old Trafford. 

He was loaned to Walsall 
and Carlisle United before 
being released in 2012, when 
he joined Charlton Athletic 
and it was there he was to 
first meet Luton manager 


Nathan Jones and his assis¬ 
tant Paul Hart. 

He spent two seasons at 
The Valley before moving to 
Walsall, where he scored 
nine goals in 83 appearances 
and reached the semi-finals 
of the League One play-offs 
in the last campaign. 

Cook said: “Nathan kept in 
touch with me for a while, 
and I’ve always respected 
what he did with me at 
Charlton, when I came back 
from injury and I played in 
his Under-21s team. 

“They always played really 
good football and Harty 
brought most of those Under- 
21s through the youth team, 
so you just know what you’re 
getting with them. 

“I spoke to my parents and 
my agent, and I don’t see it as 
a massive drop down, com¬ 
ing to a League Two club, 
because Luton is a massive 
club, with a big fanbase and 
it’s going places. 

“I’ve been told all about the 
new stadium that’ll hopeful¬ 
ly be coming in a few years, 
and the team Nathan is 


assembling looks like a very 
strong team, so hopefully 
this season we can do well.” 

Cook could be facing his 
former club soon, as Luton 
are scheduled to play Walsall 
in a pre-season friendly at 
Kenilworth Road on 
Saturday, July 30. 

Jones added: “Jordan is one 
I’ve known for a long time 
and he’s one I never felt 
fulfilled his true potential at 
Charlton. 

“He’s got a lot more to give 
and hopefully we’ll see that 
at Luton. 

“He’s such a good athlete 
and a really dangerous play¬ 
er with so much potential, 
and I’m looking forward to 
helping bring that out of 
him. 

“He’s also another one who 
showed such a desire to 
come here from the moment 
I first spoke to him, despite 
having a number of offers 
from elsewhere. 

“It’s another real good 
acquisition and we’re so 
pleased to have managed to 
bring him to the club.”

Mullins wants more 

things at home

ONLY a second straight promotion 
will do for new signing Johnny 
Mullins but he believes he's joined 
a Luton squad that can achieve it. 

The central defender captained 
Oxford United to automatic promo¬ 
tion out of League Two last term, 
but was surprisingly released by the 
Kassam Stadium outfit in May. 

The Hatters wasted no time in 
snapping him up a week later and, 
for good measure, snatched striker 
Danny Hylton away from them too, 
despite the 27-year-old being 
offered a new deal with the Yellows. 

Mullins, 30, said: “At Oxford, at the 
time, I was disappointed but that’s 
well and truly in the past now, that’s 
done. I’m just looking to the future. 
Having myself and Dan get 
promoted with Oxford, we want to 
come and do it again. 

“Looking at the [Luton] squad that 
we have and the way that the 
manager [Nathan Jones] has start¬ 
ed, I can’t see why we can’t do that.” 

The double swoop was the first of 
six signings that Jones has made so 
far and Mullins insists that the 
Welshman didn’t have to try hard to 
sell the club to him. 

He said: “Once that happened 
with Oxford, Luton were quite quick 
in contacting me and once I had the 
call and I came and met the 


manager it was a decision which 
was easily made and I’m really 
pleased to be here. I’m here to get 
promoted and get Luton up. 

“The size of Luton is a big club and 
I’m looking forward to playing at 
Kenilworth Road, being on the right 
side of the fans. When you’re an 
away team it ain’t the best.” 

It was Luton that ended Mullins’ 
hopes of lifting the League Two title 
when Jones’ men beat the high-fly¬ 


ers 3-2 on their own patch in April, 
handing the championship to lead¬ 
ers Northampton. 

Oxford took an early lead through 
Hylton but Town struck back with 
two goals before the break and then 
scored the winner seven minutes 
after Cheyenne Dunkley equalised 
early in the second half. 

It was one of Town’s best perfor¬ 
mances last term against a side 
Jones claimed was the best in the 


division and Mullins said: “I was 
very impressed. We all said it after 
the game, once we’d picked our 
chins up off the floor. I thought we 
got outplayed that day and you saw 
the quality that Luton have. 

“Most of the players are still here. 
There’ll be additions, I’m sure, but 
it’s a very good squad, a squad full 
of quality and a squad that has all 
got the same thing in mind and 
that’s getting promoted.” 

■ Luton Town chief executive 
Gary Sweet is unhappy with the 
new format of the EFL Trophy, 
which this season will be allowing 
16 teams from clubs with Category 
One academies. 

Luton were one of the clubs who 
voted against the proposals last 
month and Sweet has taken excep¬ 
tion to an increase in the age 
restriction of the invited clubs that 
have since been announced. 

Instead of them being Under-21 
sides with a maxmium of three over 
age players, they’re now classed as 
Under-23 and will only be required 
to field six players aged 21 or under. 

Sweet said: “Whilst we voiced our 
opposition to the initial plans for 16 
EPPP Category One Academy teams 
to be invited to play in the EFL 
Trophy, we became supportive after 
the democratic process ruled that 
changes would be introduced. 

“The increasing of the age restric¬ 
tion made since the vote was taken 
has hardened our stance, and Luton 
Town are now less supportive.” 


NATHAN Jones has targeted small 
home improvements in the coming 
season to drive Luton’s pursuit of 
promotion. 

Town only won seven times in the 
league at Kenilworth Road, whereas 
they triumphed 12 times on the 
road, with seven of those victories 
coming after Jones succeeded John 
Still in January. 

The Hatters will begin their 
League Two campaign with a tough 
trip to beaten play-off finalists 
Plymouth Argyle - though it has 
been a happy hunting ground for 
the last two seasons. And, under the 
manager’s guidance over the 
second half of last term, the Hatters 
had one of the best away day 
records in the division. 

They did come unstuck at eventu¬ 
al champions Northampton in the 
penultimate game of the campaign, 
but Jones said at the time that 
chastening 2-0 defeat would act as a 
gauge for what his side must do 
from next month if they are to 
emulate the Cobblers. 

Jones said: “Northampton showed 
a consistency and what it takes, 
what you have to do week in, week 
out, if you want to win the league. 

“You have to have that consisten¬ 
cy, [make] no mistakes, grind out 
results and [you might] not always 
be fluent. We’re going to need an 
element of that, but we’ve shown 
that we can do that because there 
wasn’t many away records better 
since Christmas. Now we just have 
to improve little things at home.”
